That was the opinion of fight ex­ 
perts today after a resume of the 
Dempsey-Carpentier battle at Jersey 
City last Saturday When the Ameri­ 
can title holder finished the highly- 
touted Carpentier in a little over 
three rounds. 
(Just how 
good was 
this fellow 
Cnrpentier?

That seems to be a natural ques­ 
tion after the big bout 
when 
his 
supposed speed and cleverness fail­ 
ed 
to compare with the 
terrific 
rights to the Jaw administered by 
Dempsey. 
The question should be, 
how good is this man Dempsey? 
Carpentier was and doubtless still 
is the next best pugilist in the ring 
today. His sensational victories over 
many good men must not be over­ 
looked even at this hour when he 
vfas completely 
squelched 
by the 
giant killer. 
Jack Dempsey, who rose from the 
ranks of the unknown In the short 
space of two years to be champion 
of the world, Is the greatest master 
of the ring and he Is m aster be­ 
cause he can hit. It doesn’t make 
much difference 
how fast 
a man 
can run when he gets Inside the 
ropes. Never was this proved to he 
more true than 
Saturday 
in the 
fourth round, when the Frenchman, 
after taking 
severe punishment in 
the preceding period, attempted to 
evade the slugging Dempsey. 
He 
went on the defensive but he wasn’t 
fast 
enough 
to 
defend 
himself 
against two terrific rights. It’s the 
same in the arena as it was in an­ 
cient times. It’s a survival of the 
fittest. The rabbit may he quicker 
than the tiger, but when the tiger 
catches 
the 
rabbit, it 
Is 
brute 
strength that counts, not speed.

Pity the poor 
champion. 
Aside 
from getting $300,000 as his share 
of the receipts of 
the big 
brawl, 
Dempsey will now proceed to clean 
up about that much more on pic­ 
tures of the affair which will be 
shown all over Europe, and by his 
p-esence on the vaudeville stage, In 
the movies and from signed news­ 
paper and magazine articles. 
Dempsey will probably take a good 
lay-off before he again enters the 
ring. 
He deserves 
It because he 
trained hard for his mill with the 
Frenchman. 
Three men now loom up as pos­ 
sible future opponents for the title 
holder. 
They are: 
Jess 
Willard, 
whom Dempsey rocked to sleep at 
Toledo a couple of years ago, thus 
getting the title; Bill Brennan, who 
stood up to Jack for twelve rounds 
not so long ago, and Tommy Gib­ 
bons of St. Paul.

SHOULD LOOK TO PROFIT 


Bulletin 
Emphasizes That 
Five Acres Is Consid­ 
ered Minimum Site 


T hat 
the 
Huntington Beach uil 
leld may be ruined by crowding of 
wells and by stock jobbing is pointed 
out In a bulletin just issued by the 
California State Mining bureau. 
“There is no worthy reason why j 
‘.his pool should be made the theater j 
Yf stock speculation instead of norm - 1 
ll oil field development,” declares 
The bureau’s bulletin, 
stating 
that 
.own lot exploitation instead of con- 
»ervation allotment of one well to 
five acres is harming the profitable* 
ievelopment of the field. 
“During the week eight new wells 
were reported ready to drill in the 
Huntington Beach oil field,” says the 
bulletin. 
“There are sixty-five or more wells 
'n progress of drilling. 
“In spite of the great drilling ac­ 
tivity during the eleven months since 
.he first well was drilled into pro­ 
duction, only eighteen wells are pro­ 
ducing,” 
the 
bulletin 
estimates. 
‘There is no partly developed field 
in the State where the drilling of 
successful 
producers 
is 
attended 
with greater uncertainties as to rela­ 
tive positions of water and oil sands. 
The situation is further complicat­ 
ed by tho growing congestion of 
drill holes 
on town lot 
holdings. 
There are a number of these holes 
which could not reasonably be ex­ 
pected to yield a profit over the costs 
of development, even if properly 
drilled. 
“To the 
investment hazard, 
be­ 
cause of inadequate acreage per well 
must be added the inevitable damage 
to oil wells and the oil field itself 
which comes from congested drill­ 
ing. 
Experienced oil operators are 
having great difficulty in properly 
excluding unexpected water sands in 
this field in order to get producing 
wells.

"The managers of concerns whose 
principal energies are directed to­ 
ward the realization of quick returns 
from the sale of stock, cannot in­ 
definitely 
circumvent 
these condi­

fact. The 
Huntington 
Beach oil pool existed long before 
town lots were laid out, and there 
no w jrthy reason 
why 
this pool 
should be made the theater of stock 
speculation, 
instead of 
normal oil 
field development. 
“Experience of normal 
develop­ 
ment in California shows that an oil 
well, in order to be a going concern, 
should have an allotment of at least 
five acres from which it can draw 
oil with a minimum amount of inter­ 
ference. 
Oil wells are normally op­ 
erated for profit, and it is fair to as­ 
sume that, if greater profit could be 
made 
by drilling wells 
closer to­ 
gether than is now the practice in 
developed fields, they would be so 
drilled. 
Five Acres Minimum 
“In the Huntington Beach oil field 
it requires anywhere from ten to 
seventy-five town lots, dependent up­ 
on their size, to make the equiva­ 
lent of the minimum five acres a 
normal well needs. 
Many holdings 
fall far short of this minimum area. 
Considering the cost of drilling, high

Fully 50,000 families in this state 
are affected by the new tariff 
m easure, which is to afford pro­ 
tection to over 200,000 acres of 
orchardists south of Tehachapi. 
No legislation can alone put 
an industry on its feet, but the 
new citrus tariff in conjunction 
w ith w ater shipm ents 
and 
the 
drive for low er freight rates by 
the railroad prom ises to pull the 
orange and lemon grow ers out 
of a hole th at threatened the en­ 
tire industry.

“Forbes” has not taken any dogm atic stand on 
the proposed sales tax, chiefly because of lack of 
sufficient data on which to base an intelligent con­ 
clusion. 
The proposed tax does not, in our view, 
improve on fuller acquaintance. 
T here has been so 
much theorizing and such an absenoe of established 
facts that the following dispatch from the Philadel­ 
phia Public Ledger’s Canadian correspondent is well 
worth considering; 
“If Canada’s experience counts 
for anything. Secretary Mellon, of the United States 
T reasury, acted wisely in refusing to recom m end the 
introduction of general sales, or a turnover tax. 
Canada's experience also shows that he acted wise­ 
ly in refusing to abolish the tax on special sales. 
These correspond to the luxury taxes introduced in 
this country last spring and which w ere nearly all 
abolished last November. 
Though 
th ere 
was 
a 
strong protest on the part of business against luxury 
taxes, during the six m onths they w ere collected, 
they brought in $42,000,000, as against $38,000,000 
from the sales tax during the ten and a half m onths 
it was in operation. 
The Canadian experim ent has 
dem onstrated that the sales tax will not produce 
anything like the money its advocates claim ed.”
